for the best interests of all, the concerns 
were. kept at work ‘with the full knowledge 
that they .were being run at the expense of 
capital, and”that none, if they escaped at 
all, could hope to -do_ so without w very 
serious readjustment of their capital ne 
counts, On tlie other hand’ it is well to 
remeber that both companies commenced 
work-on a capital that proved insufficient 
for their requirements.

constant eruptions of the Tvateh volcano on 
the Kamchatka peninsulu. A terrific roaring 
underground noise preceded the eruption, which 
was heard, a8 it has now been learned, for nuarly 
1/9 miles in every direction, ‘ihe eruption of 
leva began on the 7th July and continued till the 
13th, when the fiery streams of lava became 
extinguished. und. the oruption of colossal 
columns of vapour began. The lava haa flowed 
into the rivers; poisoning the water, and a great 
number of fish that came into them turned 
back to the sea. A great many desd fish ¢uld 
also be seen floating in the rivors and sea, A 
finv yoleanic.dust covered every tree and tho 


entire undergrowth and grass in the whole of 
southern Kamchatka, The inhobitunts, while 
breathing in thie dust, have all become affectol 
by o atrango cough.
